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LADIES'    HUMANE    EDUCATION 

COMMITTEE. 


This  Committee,  established  in  connection  with  the  Canadian  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals,  is  formed  for  the  promotion  of 
the  systematic  education  of  the  young  in  the  principles  of  humanity,  and 
by  early  training  to  inculcate  in  their  minds  the  duty  of  kindness  and 
consideration  to  all  dumb  creatures. 

With  this  object  in  view  the  Committee  has  organized  a  plan  of  operations 
similar  to  that  established  by  the  Ladies'  Humane  Education  Committee  in 
London  under  the  Presidency  of  the  Baroness  Burdett  Coutts. 

The  Committee  first  desire  to  obtain  the  co-operation  of  the  School  Masters 
and  Mistresses  of  the  Province,  and  to  this  end  an  address  will  be  presented 
to  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction  for  permission  to  introduce  certain 
specified  text-books  into  the  schools  under  their  control.  These  text-books 
are  those  which  are  now  in  use  in  tha  schools  in  England  and  France. 
The  Committee  will  also  send  an  appeal  to  all  the  teachers  in  the  Province, 
requesting  them  to  inculcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  kindness  upon 
the  children  under  their  care,  and  recommending  to  their  notice  the  method 
pursued  with  eminent  sucess,  by  Monsieur  de  Sailly,  a  French  teacher  in 
Algiers. 

It  is  proposed  to  olfor  prizes  lor  the  best  essays  on  the  subject  of 
kindness  to  animals,  to  be  competed  for  annually  in  each  school. 

The  Committee  will  also  recommend,  as  an  effectual  method  of  awakening 
the  interest  of  the  young  in  schools,  etc.,  the  lormatiou  of  societies  for  the 
protection  of  dumb  animivls.  and  particularly  of  birds,  their  nests  and  young. 

The  good  objects  for  which  the  Committee  is  laboring  can  be  materally 
assisted  by  the  ladies  of  Montreal,  who  are  now  invited  to  associate  them- 
selves with  the  work  of  the  Committee.  This  is  peculiarly  a  sphere  of 
action  in  which  women's  influence  can  be  advantageously  exercised,  as 
they  have  opportunities  for  awakening  and  training  the  sympathies  of  the 
young,  in  families,  schools,  and  charitable  institutions.  A  subscription  of 
one  dollar  constitutes  membership.  The  money  obtained  from  the  members' 
subscriptions  will  be  expended  in  prizes,  rewards,  periodicals,  etc.,  and  the 
necessary  expenses  of  the  Committee. 


The  Committee  urgently  request  heads  of  familieB  to  subscribe  cither  to 
the  AttimnI  World,  a  monthly  periodical  published  by  the  London  Society 
lor  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Animals  (at  75  cts.  per  annum),  or  Otir 
Dumb  Animn/s,  publiMhed  in  UoMton  (at  75  ctH.  per  annum),  and  cause  tlu'se 
papers  to  be  read  in  their  families.  Both  these  periodicals  can  be  obtained 
at  F.  E.  Grafton's.  The  Committee  will  place  copies  of  their  text-books 
and  of  suititble  periodicals  and  pamphlets,  etc.,  gratuitously  in  all  charitable 
institutions  entrusted  with  the  care  of  boys  and  girls. 

The  labors  of  this  Committee  are  wholly  of  an  educational  character,  and 
as  such  are  distinct  from  the  punitive  work  of  the  Sociely  to  which  they  are 
attached. 

The  ladies  trust  that  when  the  objects  of  their  Committee  become  known 
to  the  public  they  will  be  enabled  to  enlist  the  sympathies  of  all  in  its  be- 
half, and  they  would  call  upon  all  to  aid  them  in  their  labors  by  instilling  in 
the  minds  of  the  young  under  their  charge  the  duty  of  kindness,  humanity 
and  mercy  to  all  dumb  creatures.

OK    THE 
EXECUTIVE     COMMITTEE. 

The  ICxecutive  Committee  believe 
that  dnrinu'  the  past  year  (ISTli)  the 
iniluence  ol'  this  Society,  lor  j?ood, 
has  been  exerted  to  as  ^reat  an 
extent  as  was  possible,  with  the 
means  at  their  command.  The  exis- 
tence and  ellbrts  ol'  the,  {Society 
continue  to  raise  the  tone  of  hu- 
manity in  the  Dominion,  and  to 
prevent  much  cruelty.  The  active 
operations  ol'  the  Committee  have 
been  restricted,  in  consequence  ol' 
want  ol'  I'uuds,  to  el  forts  of  a 
punitive  character.  The  success 
of  these  eil'orls  is  diie  mainly  tc  the 
intelligent  and  zealous  Inspector  of 
the  Society,  A.  Claley.  His  labours 
have  not  been  conlined  to  (he  Cilv 


ol  Montreal.  He  has  done  good 
service  in  the  country  on  several 
occasions,  when  acts  of  cruelty  liad 
been  committed  there. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

Fifty-two  prosecutions  were  insti- 
tuted during  the  year,  and  con- 
victions were  obtained  in  every 
case  but  one.

He  veral  of  these  cases  were  double 
olfences,  starvation  being  added  to 
other  ill-treatment.  In  one  case  7 
cows  and  1  horse  had  been  starved 
for  days.  In  another  a  horse  had 
been  deprived  of  food  and  water 
for  27  hours,  besides  being  cruelly 
overdriven.  There  were  other  very 
atrocious  offences.  The  failure  to 
obtain  a  conviction  in  one  case  (for 
causing  13  cows  to  be  frozen  to 
death),   was  due  to  a  Haw   in  the

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indictment,  drawn  iii;  by  the  Clerk 
of  the  Court.  A  Iresh  prosecution 
of  the  offender  by  the  Society  is 
now  pending. 

AGENTS  IN  THE  COUNTRY. 

The  agents  of  the  {Society  at  St. 
Johns,  Frelighsburg,  Danville  and 
Tointe  Claire, Q. ;  and  at  Woodstock, 
O.,  have  not  ceased  to  co-operate 
with  your  Committee.  The  thanks 
of  the  Society  are  especially  due  to 
Mr.  C.  Hibbard  of  St.  Johns,  Q.,  for 
his  wise  and  zealous  services. 
THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  work  of  the  year  has  pro- 
duced two  important  results  among 
others.  The  demoralising  practice 
of  cock-fighting  has  been  abolished 
in  Montreal  and  its  neighbourhood. 
And  the  practice  of  killing  and 
trapping,  &c.,  insectivoro\is  birds 
has  been  greatly  checked.  The 
Committee  are  glad  to  state  that 
during  the  past  year,  two  common 
forms  of  cruelty,  viz. :  the  starving 
and  cruel  exposure  in  winter  of 
cattle,  were  for  the  first  time  pun- 
ished. 

TRANSPORTATION    OF 
CATTLE. 

The  evils  connected  with  the 
transportation  of  cattle  in  railway- 
cars  still  remain  unremedied.  The 
Massachusetts  Society,  however, 
during  the  year  sent  a  special 
agent  over  all  the  lines  of  transport, 
(o  investigate  the  whole  matter. 
^yhen  his  report  is  i>ublished,  it  is 
probable  that  a  practicable  rt-medy 
for  these  great  evils  will  be  devised. 

SISTER  SOCIETIES  WANTED. 
A  society  like  this  one  is  greatly 
wanted  in  Toronto,  both  in  the 
interest  of  that  city  and  also  in  the 
interest  of  the  greater  part  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario.  Mr.  Weaver, 
one  of  your  Committee,  who  estab- 
lislietl  Ihe  Socielv  ill  (  Mlawii,  is  n<  w 


endeavouring  to  do  the  same  good 
work  in  Toronto. 

THE   GREAT    ^VANT    OF   THIS 
SOCIETY. 

The  Committee  feel,  as  they  have 
always  done  that  the  great  want  of 
this  Society,  and  by  far  the  most 
important  and  useful  part  of  its 
work  is  the  education  of  young 
persons  in  the  principles  of  hu- 
manity towards  animals.  The  So- 
ciety, at  the  outset  of  its  existence, 
earnestly  urged  all  clergymen  and 
teachers  to  attend  to  this  important 
matter.  But,  with  two  or  three 
exceptions,  the  appeal  was  made  in 
vain.  The  Committee  earnestly 
reiterate  that  appeal  now. 
PRIZE  ESSAYS   IN  SCHOOLS. 

The  great  sister  societies  in 
London,  England,  and  In  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  have  found  that  a 
very  effective  method  of  educating 
the  young  in  this  respect,  is  to 
award  prizes  in  each  school  for  the 
best  essay  on  the  duty  of  kindness 
to  animals.  The  several  essays 
from  the  several  schools  are  placed 
before  judges  appointed  for  \\io 
purpose,  and  the  writcu'sof  the  best 
essays  receive  further  rcM'ards, 
w^hich  are  presented  to  them  at  the 
annual  meetings  of  the  societies. 

The  advantages  of  this  plan  art' 
ol)vious.  The  young  are  led  to  re- 
flect on  the  subject  of  their  essays, 
and  so  are  their  parents  and  their 
masters. 

Your  Committee  recmmend  the 
adoption  of  this  plan  by  this  Society, 
provided  more  sul)scriptions  are 
obtained.  It  is  likely  that  it  w'ill 
be  so,  for  the  subscriptions  during 
the  past  year  showed  an  augmenf  ed 
appreciation  of  the  Society.  Addi- 
tional fuiuls  are  needed  for  another 
important  o]»ject,  the  instruction 
of  jieople  generally  in  their  duly 
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towards  their  inferior  fcllow-cr«Nt- 
turos,  by  the  circulation  of  litera- 
ture on  the  subject. 

A  CKNO\A^L.E  DOME  NTS. 
The  thanks  of  the  Society  are 
lioreby  tendered  to  the  sisti^r  socie- 
iies  in  London,  Paris,  New  York, 
IMiiladelphia,  Boston,  Quebec,  and 
Ottawa,  for  continued  ffifts  of 
their  valua})le  publications.  And 
to  Mr.  W.  II.  Kerr,  for  his  able 
honorary  professional  services,  and 
to  Mr.  D.  McEachern,  Veterinary 
Surgeon,  who  continues  to  aid  the 
Society  gratuitously  and  cheerfully. 
The  Chiefs  of  the  City  and  Water 
Police  and  their  respective  forces 
have  also  rendered  great  assistance 
to  the  Society.

APPENDIX. 
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LAWS  AND  BY-LAWS  RESPRCTING   CKCELTV  TO 

ANIMALS. 


An     Act    respecting     Cruelty     to 
Animals,  (32  and  33  Vict.  c.  27.) 

WHEUEAR  it  in  uxpcdit-nt  ih  (t  proviHJon 
Hhould  Ih;  made,  extemling  to  all  diri'iila, 
for  the  piiniHhineiit  of  erui-lty  to  ntiinmU  ;  Thurt'- 
fore,  Her  Majesty,  by  ami  with  thtj  a«lvice  and 
conHcnt  of  thu  Senate  and  Houhu  of  Curamons 
of  Canada,  enacts  oh  follows  : 

1.  WliOBOfver  wantonly,  cruelly  or  nnnccoB- 
sarily  buats,  binds,  ill  treats,  abiisi's,  or  tortiints 
any  Horsn,  Mare,  Oeldinff,  Bull,  Ox,  Cow, 
Hcifor,  Steer,  Calf,  Mule,  Ass,  Sliccp,  Lamb, 
Pig,  or  otiier  Cattle,  or  any  Poultry,  or  an3'  Dop, 
or  Domestic  Animal  or  Bir«i,  or  whosoever 
driving  any  cattle  or  other  animal,  is  by  negli- 
gence or  ill  usage  in  the  driving  thereof  the 
means  whereby  any  mischief,  damage  or  injury 
is  done  by  any  suuli  cattle  or  other  animal,  shall 
ui>on  being  convicted  of  any  or  either  of  the  SJiiil 
offences  before  any  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  for 
the  District,  County  or  place  in  which  the 
offence  has  been  committe^d,  for  evi-ry  such 
offence,  forfeit  and  jjay  (over  and  above  the 
amount  of  the  damage  or  injury,  if  any,  d«)ne 
thereby,  which  damage  or  injury  shall  and  may 
bo  ascertiiined  and  awanled  by  such  Justice,) 
such  a  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  <iol/iir.i, 
nor  less  than  oif!  dollar  with  costs,  as  to  such 
Justice  seems  meet. 

2.  The  offender  shall  in  default  of  (wyment  be 
c<immitt<«i  to  th(!  Common  (iaol  or  other  place 
of  ronfturment,  for  the  district,  county,  or  pla<:e 
in  which  the  offence  was  committed,  there  to  be 
imprisoned  for  any  time  not  exceeding  thirty 
days. 

3.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contain  d  shall  pr  •- 
v<nt  or  abridge  any  rem'<|y  by  aeticm  against 
♦he  offen<liT  or  his  employer  where  the  amount 
of  the  daning<!  is  not  sought  to  be  recover  d  by 
virtue  of  this  Aet. 

4.  Wh'  n  any  offence  against  this  A<t  is  com- 
mitted, any  constable  or  other  pi  ace  ofliei-r,  or 
the  owner  of  any  such  cattle,  animal,  or  |HiuItry 
upon  vi'  w  thereof,  or  upon  the  information  of 
any  other  person  |  who  shall  de(  lare  liis  or  tlii  ir 
name  or  nam -s  nnd  pliuc  or  places  of  abode  to 
the  said  constable  or  other  peaee  o'Vicer]  may 
seizi'  and  sicure  by  the  authority  of  this  Aci, 
»n<l  forthwith,  and  without  any  other  authority 
or  warrant  may  eonvy  any  such  otfeiid'r  b'  fon 
a  Justice  of  the  Peace  within  whose  juri.sdi' (ion 
♦he  otlenc  has  been  c«nimitti.d,  to  be  d  alt 
with  Hccoifling  to  law. 


5.  If  any  person  apprehended  for  having  com- 
mitted any  offence  against  this  Act  rcfusits  tu 
discover  his  namt!  and  jjace  of  abo«lc  Ut  the 
Justice  of  the  Pea<'e  before  whom  he  is  brought, 
such  person  shall  be  immediately  delivered  over 
to  a  constable  or  other  peace  otHcer,  and  shall 
by  him  be  conveyed  to  the  Common  Gaol  or 
place  of  confinement  for  the  district,  county  or 
place  within  which  the  offence  has  been  com- 
mitted, or  in  which  the  offender  has  been  appre- 
hended, there  to  remain  for  any  term  not  exceed- 
ing one  month,  or  until  he  makes  known  his 
name  and  place  of  alntde  to  the  said  Justiee. 

6.  The  prosecution  of  every  offence  punish- 
able under  this  Act  must  be  commenced  within 
three  months  next  after  the  commission  of  the 
offence,  and  not  otherwise. 

7.  Every  offence  against  any  of  the  sections 
t)f  this   Act   is   a  misdcm'anor,   and   may   bn 

j  punished  as  such,  or  may  be  prosecuted  in  thi^ 
I  manner  directed  by  the  Art  reufH'c/inff  (he  dulicx 
I  nf  JuMiees  nf  the  Peaw,  out  of  Senfioiin,  in  rela- 
tion to  mmmarn  convictiona  and  ordfrr,  so  far  as 
no  provision  is  hereby  ma<le  for  any  matter  or 
thing  which  miy  l)e  retpiinHl  to  be  done  with 
respect  to  such  prosecution  ;  and  all  the  provi- 
si(ms  contained  in  the  wiid  Act  shall  be  applic- 
able tt>  such  prosecutions,  in  the  same  numner 
as  if  they  were  incoriM)rated  in  this  Act. 

8.  All  pecuniary  penalties  recovered  b<  fori> 
any  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  this  Act,  shall 
be  divided,  paid  and  distributed  in  the  following 
manner,  that  is  to  say  :  One  moiety  thereof  to 
the  Corporation  of  the  city,  town,  village, 
township,  jiarish  or  pla<;e  in  which  the  offenee 
was  committed,  and  the  other  moi,;ty,  with  full 
costs,  to  the  person  who  informed  and  prose- 
cute<l  for  the  same,  or  to  such  other  person  as 
to  such  Justice  seems  proper. 

Every  sum  of  mimey  aseertninwl,  and  awarded 
or  adjudged,  by  any  Justiee  of  the  Peace  under 
the  Act,  to  be  paid  as  the  amount  of  any  da- 
mage or  injury  (scasitmed  by  the  conimissitm  «f 
liny  of  the  otfenees  herein  !>•  fore  m^ntiond, 
shall  be  |i)ti(l  io  the  person  who  has  sustained 
such  damage  or  injury. 

10.  Where  the  word  "cattle"  is  used  in  this 
Act  it  shall  have  the  meaning  a.ssign''<l  to  it  in 
the  Aet  respecting  larceny  and  other  similar 
off"nces. 

1 1.  This  Act  shall  comm "nee  ami  take  effect 
upon,  from  and  after  the  lirst  day  of  January, 
one  thousand  eight  hundnii  and  seventv. 
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In  th<!  3rd  SesRion,  1st  I'arHamftnt,  33  Viitorin, 
1870,  tliu  fullowing  cIhukc  woh  added  to  this 
law :  "And  any  person  who  in  any  mann-ir, 
(;n<'ourageR,  aids  or  lissiHts  at  the  fighting  or 
baiting  of  any  bull,  boar,  l)adger,  dog,  co(;k,  or 
other  kind  of  animal,  wliethcr  of  domestic  or 
wild  nature,  Hhall,  upon  being  convicted  before 
any  one  Justic!  of  the  Puace,  for  the  District, 
County  or  place  in  which  the  offenee  was  com- 
mitted, for  every  such  oflfence  forfeit  and  pay 
such  a  sum  of  money  nf)t  exceeding  forty  dol- 
lars' nor  less  than  two  dollars,  with  costs'  as  to 
su'.h  Justice  stems  m;et." 


Law  of  the  Dominion  respecting 
Insectivorous  and  other  Birds 
Beneficial  to  Agriculture. 

I.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  shoot,  destroy,  kill, 
wound  or  injure,  or  to  attempt  to  shoot,  destroy, 
kill,  wound  or  injure  any  bird  whatsoever,  ex- 
cept Eagles,  Falcons,  Hawks  and  other  Birds  of 
the  Eagle  kind.  Wild  Pigeons,  Rice  Birds,  King- 
fishers, Crows  and  Ravens,  b'tween  the  Ist  day 
of  March  and  the  Ist  day  of  August. 

II.  Nor  shall  any  Birds, with  above  exceptions, 
1m>  captured,  bought,  sold  or  possessed,  or  any 
net,  trap,  spring,  snare,  cage  or  other  engine  be 
set  in  order  to  kill  or  capture  them  between  the 
1st  day  of  March  and  the  ist  day  of  August. 

III.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  take,  injure  des- 
troy or  have  in  |)ossession  any  nest,  yotmg,  or 
egg  of  any  Bird  exiu-pt  of  Eagles,  Falcons, 
Hawks  and  other  Birds  of  the  Eagle  kind,  be- 
tw(!cn  the  Ist  day  of  March  and  the  1st  day  of 
August. 

IV.  This  Act  not  to  apply  to  imported  Birds 
or  to  domesticated  Birds  or  Poultry,  nor  shall  it 
be  unlawful  to  buy,  sell  or  possess  any  Bird  cap- 
tured at  a  season  not  i)rohibited,  but  the  pr(K)f 
♦  hat  it  was  so  t^iken  to  lie  on  the  accused,  whose 
(Nith  alone  shall  suffice  as  such  priwf. 

V.  OfTtinees  against  this  Act  to  be  punished 
with  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  $1  nor  more 
than  $10,  to  be  recovered  in  a  summary  manner 
Ix^fore  one  Justice,  with  all  fees  and  costs  incur- 
red and  in  default  of  immediate  payment,  by 
imprisonment  tor  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  twenty  days. 

VI.  Any  person  may  seize  any  Bird  unlaw- 
fully posseFS  ■<!  iin  I  carry  same  b'forca  Justic' 
t^o  be  confiseat^'d.  It  simll  be  the  duty  of  all 
Market  Clerks  and  Police  Officers  on  the  spot  to 
sei/.e  and  confiscate,  and  if  alive  to  liberate  sueh 
Birds;  and  any  person  may  diistroy  all  nets, 
traps,  snares,  cages  or  engin's  set,  whereby  any 
Birds  might  h;^  unlawfully  killed  or  taken. 

VII.  License  may  be  granted  to  persons  de- 
sirous of  o))tniuing  Birds  o-  eggs  for  honajide 
scientific  purposes,  such  persons  to  be  then  ex- 
empt from  penalties. 

VIII.  No  conviction  to  be  annulled  for  defect 
of  form,  so  long  as  no  8ubst<intial  injustice  rc- 
milts  therefrom. 


IX.  This  Act  not  to  affect  th'j  provisions  of 
any  Game  Acts. 

The  above  provisions  are  taken  from  the  Sta- 
tutes of  the  Province  of  Canada,  27  k  28  Vic, 
Cap.  53,  and  are  applicable  to  the  Pruvincu  of 
Quebec  and  Ontario. 


By-Law  of  the  City  of  Montreal 
respecting  Insectivor-ouo  Birds. 

8kc.  1. — No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of 
the  City  of  Montreal,  fire  or  discharge  any  gun, 
pistol,  fowling  piece  or  other  arm  loadid  in 
the  liarrel  with  guti|)owder,  or  ball,  or  shot  slug 
or  other  destructiv<?  matorial  or  explosive  8hI»- 
stance,  at  or  against  any  ins'ictivorous  bird,  or 
against  any  bird  of  any  kind  or  description. 

Sbc.  2. — No  person  shall  catch,  or  kill,  wound 
or  otherwise  injun!  with  any  fire-arm,  or  other 
weajwn,  or  with  sticks  or  stones,  or  any  other 
way  whatsoever,  any  inse<,'tivorous  bird  or  any 
birds  of  any  kind  or  <lescription,  found  or  bi-ing 
in  any  place  within  the  limits  of  the  said  City, 
nor  atti-mpt  to  do  so. 

Src.  3. — No  person  shall,  within  the  limits  of 
the  said  City,  remove,  taki-,  or  carry  a»vay  the 
eggs  of  insectivorous  or  other  birds  or  any  egg 
or  eggs  found,  or  b'ing  or  de|M)sit«l  in  any  such 
bird's  nest,  or  in  any  way  disturb,  or  interfere 
with,  any  nest  used  by  sueh  birds,  or  take,  re- 
move  or  carry  away  from  any  sueh  n"st,  the 
yijiing  «)f  any  sueh  birds,  or  disturb,  jr  in  any 
way  injure  the  same. 

Seo.  4  — Any  person  jiff-nding  against  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  liable  to 
a  fin"  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  and  costs  of 
pros"cution,  ami  in  defmlt  of  the  imm<'<liRte 
fMiyment  of  said  fine  and  costs,  to  an  imprison- 
ment in  the  (Joniiniin  (iaol,  for  a  p«!riod  not  ex- 
e<'eding  two  months,  the  said  imprisonment  to 
cease  u^Mni  ^xiyment  of  the  said  fine  and  costs 


SUGaESTIONS 

To  Individuals  v/ho  See  or  Hear 
of  Ar;ts  of  Cruelty  to  Animals. 

As  a  g'neral  ml'-,  the  eye-witness,  or  a  per- 
son inform''*!  of  any  a<t  of  cru'lty  to  an  animal, 
slmulil  furnish  th"  Seeretarv-Tr' usurer  of 
this  HiK'iety,  as  s(N>n  as  is.ssilil',  with  full  and 
precise  itarticulars  of  tic  ait.  Tliiit  otfi'-er  will 
institute  the  pro|vr  en'|iiiri"t;,  and  with  suffi- 
cient evideu'-e,  coiiiliii  t  the  pros'-cuUon  without 
e\p"nse  to  thi'  witness  or  complainant,  and 
without  his  assistuuee,  unless  the  latter  is 
n"ces.sjiry  to  the  (iinvietion  of  the  offender. 
(The  names  of  pers  mis  and  letters  sup|>lying 
information  are  kept  xirhthi  priotile  tiHii  eonfiden- 
liil  when  secrecy  is  enjoiu'd.) 

In  all  <:ases  pttrsons  are  r"<|U'st''il  to  obtain 
the  H'»mr,  and  mliiri'mi  nf  the  off  nd-T,  [and  his 
nmnlirr  also,  if  the  driver  of  a  vehicle  plying 
for  hire.)     The   following  excellent  directions 
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given  by  the  Royal  Stiviuty,  London,  Bhoiikl 
alHo  bo  purHUud:  "Make  a  note  of  the  tinio 
when,  and  the  place  whore,  the  offenuu  was 
committed.  If  for  driving  a  horHu  or  other 
animal  with  galled  neck  or  shoulders,  or  other 
wounds,  note  the  size  and  situation  of  such 
wounds,  and  especially  whether  they  are  raw, 
discharging,  or  in  contact  with  the  harneHs ;  if 
for  flogging  or  beating,  note  the  nuinlK-r  of 
blows,  and  on  what  part  of  the  body  intlii'te<l, 
and  the  effect,  if  any,  on  the  skin  of  the  animal ; 
if  for  lameness,  ascertain  particularly  whether 
or  not  there  is  sutfering,  as  lameness  is  not 
always  an  indication  of  imin ;  if  for  weaknesH  or 
infirmity,  take  care  to  have  good  evidence  of  the 
bodily  condition,  age,  and  incapacity  of  the 
animal,  and  the  labor  extractLKl  from  it ;  if  for 
overloading,  it  is  indispunKable  to  show  painfull 
distress  of  the  animal,  «.  jr.,  trenibl<ng,  falling, 
unusual  perspiration  or  exhaustion,  or  to  show 
violence  on  the  part  of  the  driver ;  if  tor  muti- 
lation or  any  other  torture,  observe  minutely 
and  take  down  in  writing  the  precise  chnrcter 
of  the  same  in  detail.  It  is  imimrtant  also  to 
remember  the  exact  words  of  accused  when 
stopped,  which  frequently  amount  to  an  admiu- 
sion  of  guilt.  In  every  case,  if  possible,  obtain 
the  name  and  address  of  a  respectable  witness 
willing  to  give  evidence.  If  unwilling,  such 
witness  can  be  summoned  to  give  evidence." 

It  is  sometimes  advisable  that  the  eye-witness 
of  an  act  of  cruelty  should  give  the  offender  at 
once  into  the  custody  of  a  i>ol  iceman  or  cons- 
table. This  summary  method  should  be  adopted 
only  when  the  case  is  one  of  gross  and  undoubted 
cruelty,  and  when  the  offender  is  not  a  resident 
in  the  place,  and  will  not  give  his  name  and 
address,  or  when,  in  the  cose  of  a  resident  or 
non-resident,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  he 
is  not  giving  these  truthfully  or  that  he 
will  evade  a  summons  or  will  abscond.  In  any 
of  these  cases  the  eye-witness  of  an  act  of 
cruelty  may  direct  the  attention  of  a  policeman 
or  constable  to  the  offence  ond  request  the  latter 
to  do  his  duty. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  personal  incon- 
veniences arising  out  of  proceed in-^s  t<»  prot^^ct 
animals  from  the  outrages  of  cruel  persons  will 
not  deter  friends  of  humanity  fi-oni  ciMiperating 
with  the  otficers  in  their  efforts  to  promote  the 
objects  of  the  Society.

5.  The  police  force  of  tho  City  of  Montreal,  and 
elsewhere  within  this  Province,  shall,  ag  occiision 
may  require,  aid  tho  society,  its  monbor^  or  agontg, 
in  the  enforooment  of  all  litw.^i,  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  bo  enacted  for  the  protection  of  dumb 
animals. 

6.  The  word  "  person  "  in  tho  thirteenth  clause  of 
tho  chapter  ninoty-gi.x  of  tiie  Congolidated  8tatutog 
of  Canada  .shall  inoludo  this  society  when  itioorporuUid 
by  this  Act. 

7.  No  members  of  tho  corporation  shall  ho  indivi- 
dually liable  for  any  debt  incurred  by  tho  gaid 
Corporation,  for  any  of  the  puriH>bes  authorized  by 
this  Act. 


CONSTITUTION. 

1.  The  title  of  this  gooioty  is  "The  Canndian  So- 
ciety for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  Ui  .\nimblg." 

2.  Its  object  shall  be  to  provide  offcotivo  moang  for 
tho  (>revention  of  cruelty  to  animals  throughout  the 
Dominion  of  Canada. 

3.  Any  person  may  become  a  members  of  this  sociely 
by  paying  the  gum  of  threo  dollars  as  an  annii.-il 
gubscription.  The  name  of  any  member  neglecting 
for  one  year  to  pay  thig  suhsoription  or  at  any  time 
wholly  refusing  to  pay  it,  may  bo  erased  by  tho  com- 
mittee from  the  list  of  meinberg.  The  c<mimittce 
may  from  time  to  time  elect  patrons  and  honorary 
members. 

4.  The  committee,  consisting  of  thirty  memberg, 
who  shall  manngo  all  tho  alfair:*  of  tho  society,  shiill 
be  elected  at  the  annual  goiioral  meeting  of  tho  game 
on  the  second  Monday  in  .Iiinuary.  They  shall 
api>oint  from  among  themsolveg  a  president  and 
secrotary-treasnrer  who  shall  bo  kx-okkicio  members 
of  tho  committee,  and  may  also,  from  time  to  tiniii, 
appoint  such  other  olflecrg  and  make  s^ich  rules  or 
By-laws  as  they  may  think  lit.  provided  that  those 
rules  be  not  inconsistent  with  this  constitution.  Thuy 
may  also  All  any  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  any 
ofiicos  of  tho  society. 

5.  Tho  annual  mooting  of  tho  gcKsioty  shall  bo  hold 
on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  when  the  out-going 
committee  shall  present  a  general  report  of  tho 
proceedings  of  tho  society,  and  an  abstract  of  tho 
state  of  accounts  and  KOiicral  coucui.is  of  tho  soeioly
